MADAME TUSSAUD'S 


DESTROYED BY FIRE. |

All the fire engines of the 
Metropolis wore summoned at 
nino o'clock this ovening toa firo 
at tho famous waxworks at 
Madame Tureaud’s in Maryle- 
bone, but, aided by the melting 
wax, the fire reged like a furnace, 
defying tho offorts of the firemen, 
who concentrated their attontion 
on preventing tho spread of tho 
conflagration.

| A STOLEN MACHINE, 


CASE RE-OPENED. 


That there waa no evidence on 
which his Worship could have con- 
vieted the defendant was the con- 
tention on whieh Mr, M. K. Lo, 
based his applicaton for the re- 
hearing of the case concerning 2 
broxer of the Singer Sewing Ma- 
chine Co,, who wis sentenced by 
his Worship to three months’ hard 
lnbour on March 10, on a charge of 
receiving a Singer Sewing machine, 
knowing the same to have been 
atolen or unlawfully obtained, 


Mr. Lo had previously made nix 
successful application before Mr. 
E,W. Hamilton on the grounds 
that there was no ‘evidence of 
guilty knowledge before the Court 
and that there was evidence that 
could be called to prove his 
client’s innocence. Tho progecu- 
tion had not produced evidence of 
arrest’ at the trial and Mr. Io 
argued it was this that was re- 
levant to the defendant's defence. 
Immediateiy he was arrested, he 
Informed the police that the ma- 
chine had been re-sold to a certain 
person at Wanchai and it was on 
his information that the article 
was recovered, 

This statement was confirmed by 
the police who stated that the ma- 
chine was first traced. to the 
broker, through the first defendant 
who sold him the article and who 
has already been convicted on a 
charge of larceny, 

Mr. Lo’s client furnished further 
information which led to its ac- 
tual recovery. : 


Reasons for Conviction. 

His Worship said that he con- 
victed because the case’ was full 
of suspicions. When the transac- 
tion hetween the complainant and 
the Singer Sewing Machine Com- 
(pany was carried through, both 
defendants were present and when 
the first defendant offered to sell 
it to the broker two days later he 
should have made more enquiries 
before purchasing the machine. 
Another point which led him to 
convict was that it was ridiculous 
for the broker to believe that the 
first defendant was a partner in 
the purchase of the machine. The 
complainant was ® min ofdnature 
age while the first defendant was 

a mere Qe being only 16 years old. 

Mr. Lo replied that his Worship 
could not convict ons suspicions. 

He quoted a case in an appeal 
court, in which the defendant who 

Swas charged with conspiracy, wa- 
the chairman of a board of diree- 
tors und failed to fully investicate 
a case of embezzlement in whieh 
the firm was victimised, 

There was certain amount of 
suspicion in the case but the judze 
ruled in favour of the appellant in 
the Appeal Court. — 

In ‘the present case the defen- 
dant had made a profit of $16 on 
the machine, whieh wa- quite tea- 
sonable. He paid $50 for “the 
working part of the machine,” and 
a stand cost him another $30, He 
sold the top portion together with 
the stand for $96, which was an 
honest transaction. 

In reply to his Worship Mr. Ly 
said that he made his appiication 
on grounds of law and not facts, 


Defendant Discharged. 


His Worship said that he would 
grant the re-hearing on the grounds 
that evidence should be produced 
as to what the defendant did from 
the time he bought the machine 
till the time he sold it in Wancaai.

on the understanding that it was 
anewone. Witness thought it had 
heen bought from the Singer Sew- 
ing Machine Co, 

The Manager of the Singer Sew- 
ing Machine Co., said that he had 
known the defendant for at least 
seven years and during their ae- 
quaintanceship he had known him 
te be an honest man, Asked by 
Mr. Lo if he thought that 
anybody would pay $50 for the 
upper portion of a machine if he 
knew that it was stolen property, 
witness replied that he did uot 
think anybody: would) pay that 
price. 

The defendant, interrogated by 
the Magistrate, aaid that as soon 
as he heard the complainant had 
lost his machine he went to his 
house and asked if that were trae. 
He waa told by the complainant 
that the boy had already been 
arrested. Defendant then went 
home and on his arrival he was 
arrested by a detective who was 
awaiting his return. 

Mr. Hamilton in discharging the 
defendant said that there was 
gross negligence on his part in not 
making more enquiries about the 
machine. The defendant had at- 
tempted to sell it as n new machine 
and had euffered the consequences 
and it was entirely his own fault.

A Local Problem. 


Tho rocont raid on youthful 
Chinoso “trick cyclists” in Stutuo 
Squaro wana vory nocossary pro: 
coading, for indulgence in such 
pranks in the contro of tho city is 
likely to rosult' in considsrablo 
intorferonco with traffic, bosidos 
possibly lending to porious .ac- 
cidonts. Thero is, howovor, an- 
othor point to bo barne in mind— 
and that is, tho oxtromo difticulty 
which young Chinese lads ex- 
porionco in finding suitable places 
in which to onjoy themselves in 
tho opon-nir. Last ovoning wo 
saw quito a number .of these 
youngstors cycling in the main 
thorough faras of tho city, and the 
thought then occurred to us that 
they wero morcly out to onjoy 
thomselves ag best they knew 
how ; wo could not help feeling a 
moasuro of sympathy for them in 
that the only means thoy ap- 
poared to. havo of  xpond- 
ing « little relaxation in the 
opon was to cyclo up and 
down our crowded — streots. 
In recont yoars, tho Chinoso 
havo been taking more and more 
to out-of-door oxerciso, in one 
form or another, but tho outstand- 
ing foct in this ‘connection is that 
there .aro practically .no open 
spacos available forthomin which 
to enjoy thoemmolves. Whon we 
boar in mind the. thousands of 
young Chineso who are ro handi- 
eepped, it will bo realised that a 
real problom exists. The trouble 
is, so farastho Hongkony sido is 
concernad, that thero is prac! 


ly no land available for playing-, 


grounds, excepting far out on tho 
outskirts of the town. Would it 
not bo possible, howover, to re- 
servo cortain areas as near ua 
possible to the city, and maybe 
provide moans of transport thoreto 
for this purpose? One thing is 
apparent—namely, that it ts far 
better, from ovory standpoint, that 
young Chinose should bo piven 
recreational facilities than tha 
thoy should live huddled together 
in insanitary surroundings, with 
little outlet for thoir onorgics 
unless it bo in tho direction of 
criminality. 


Private Rickshas, 

Tho problom of whoro to park 
privato rickshas used for busi- 
noss purposes still remains un- 
solved. Yesterday wo noticed a 
string of over twenty of thosa 
vehicles allocated to Battery 
Path, Theso extended a very 
considerable distance up this 
pathway, which is alroady nar- 
row onough without its utility 
boing further impaired in this 
way. Some little time ago, an 
oxcellont pieco of work was car- 
tied out by cutting away the 
enclosed land boneatk Battery 
Path, so as to mako possible tho 
provision of a ricksha stand in 
front of the Banks along Queon’s 
Road.

Tho introduction of modern 
mothods of bread production at 
the Cafo Wiseman bakery af 
Wanchai ia tho latost acquisition 
to tho Colony, the businoas mon 
of which are realising more and 
more how necessary it is to march 
with the times, . Tho plant ja in- 
stalled in what was formorly the 
furnituro factory of Mosara, Lano. 
Crawford Ltd., and o number o! 
visitors shown ovor yostorday 
wore givon a domonstration of it: 
obvious advantogos, both from tho 
sanitary and final rosult points cf 
view, over tho old mothed, tho 
oldest .known method, haud- 
kneading: ate, | 

Tt was pointed out that ovon in 
the evont of o strike the Colony’s 
broad supply would bo unaffectod, 
for tha machinos could bo kopt 
in full sorvico by half-a-dozon 
Europoans. Amongst tho visitors 
yostorday woro Dr. Ponarso, tho 
M.O.H., and Dr. Koob, while 
accompanying tho party wero 
Mr. W. A. Eustace, Mr. R, L.

The process is extremely In- 
teresting, ‘On an upper floor of 
the building, the sucka of flour 
are emptied into a hopper in the 
buse of which-is a fine seive con- 
Unually at work te sift out the 
impurities consequent upon pack- 
ing. This feeds down to the lower 
floor, into on dough kneading 
machine, where yeast and water 
are udded and revolving stirrers 
ensure thorough mixing. With 
the correct quantities in this 
machine, 600 lbs. of dough can be 
turned out in 20 minutes, an 
amount which would entall 45 
minutes labour for at least four 
men, and then the resultant mix- 
ture would not be go satisfactory 
nor so hygenie, 


Loaves by the Hundred. 

A wheeled trough carries the 
dough away from the kneader and 
it is then fed into the divider and 
moulder, This firsi machine 
welghs and cuts the dough into 
the necessary portions, graduatal 
as is desired into half, one, or two 
pound fonves, and these are de- 
posited from the machine on to 


ovens which are tho oxact 
duplicates of those in-use by 
Messrs. -Lyons of London and 
other largo catering firms at 
Home, Ono of these new ovens 
was originally built for Harrods, 
but thoy wore induced to allow 
Messrs, Lane Crawfords to take 
delivery, as they wero not in 
urgent need of the fixture. Baking 
occupies nbout 46 minutes under 
a temperature of from 480 to 600 
degrees farenheit, the ovena boing 
heated to something above thia, 
an the introduction of the dough 
Invariably cnusce a drop in tem- 
pPernture of 40 degrees -or more. 


Two of these ovens are draw|’ 


plates and two peel, the former for 
bread und the latter for cakes and 
oestry. A draw plate contasning 
300 Ibs. of bread can be filled and 
emptied tn less than 6 minutes by 
two men. 


Rolls and Buns, 


The making of rolls and buns 
is carried out in the same way as 
bread, smaller muchines but of a 
prec y similar nature having 
been installed, together with two 
eake making machines, one for 
wedding cakes and fruit cakes 
generally, and the other for 
kponge goods and fancy gatenux. 
The whole equipment is designed 
to save Inbour and time and to 
eliminate as far as possible any 
contamination which might come 
about by frequent handling, 


No. less interesting was that 
part-of the bakery given over to 
the making of fancy pastry and 
wonderful iced confections in al- 
mond paste and marzipan; Here 
M. Piantoff, transformed a mere 
sponge cake into the semblanee of 
a dish of salad in a few minutes 
while his assistants were § busy 
with tubes of icing decorating the 
fanciful titbits whieh are a 
feature of the Colony’s five o'clock 
teas,

The work of the moul- 
der is to twirl the accurately 
measured material dhrough a sort 
of graduated tunnel and placo It, 
nicely shaped and graded, at the 
baker's hand. For the first and 


only time he touches it, to place} 


it.on the baking tray, which is 
then carried to a proving oven, 
The combined operation occupies 
an hour for ench 1,200 tbs. of 
dough, 

In the proving oven, the bread 
to bo in subjected to steam heat 
for approximately 20 minutes, for 
the purpose of revitallsing’ the 
muterial which has become “dead” 
through the machine, a strange 
fact which docs not happen in the 
care of hand kneading.
